It 
is called the case-finding program, 
and, as can be imagined is not easy 
because it depends upon the entire 
cooperation of the populace. 
Diagnosis of Tuberculosis 
Our ideas of the best way of diag­ 
nosis of tuberculosis have entire­ 
ly changed in the last 25 years and 
today make up a much simpler pro­ 
cedure. Briefly, it is to lake an 
Xray of the chest. This, of course, 
detects only tuberculosis in the 
lungs. Tuberculosis occurs in other 
organs, but it is only tuberculosis 
of the lungs that is the contagious 
form—the spreader of the disease. 
So those are the cases we want to 
find. 
The story of diagnosis of tuber­ 
culosis is a romantic chapter in 
the history of science. Only a little 
over a hundred years ago, there 
was no objective way of determin­ 
ing its presence. All the doctors 


Then Koch, a country practi­ 
tioner of W ellston in East Prus­ 
sia, found that by special staining 
methods one could detect the per­ 
fectly characteristic germ of tu­ 
berculosis in the sputum of the 
affected patient. 
All these methods are still use­ 
ful and used, but they have some 
faults from the standpoint of tu­ 
berculosis up to date. Briefly, the 
faults are that they detect late 
cases readily, early cases with un­ 
certainty. Because the disease may 
be deep and be silent many cases 
are missed entirely. 
The Xray of the chest makes the 
diagnosis with proper interpreta­ 
tion in nearly IOO per cent of 
cases. It can be done on la rev* 
numbers of people rapidly with 
very little expense. For case find­ 
ing in large groups it is by all 
means the best method. It is the 
major weapon of diagnosis in our 
grim w arfare against this ancient 
enemy.
